Bo 
dlu not understand, ho salO, that the Irish rep, 
resentativcs of homo rulo dcslrodjto interfere 
with the unity or tlio British empire, but 
Great Britain should not torgot that there 
was nothing so dangerous and so unprofitable 
as injustice. Great Britain should not forget 
that 7,030,000 people dotormined to bo free 
could never bo enslaved. Great Britain should, 
not forget that 3,003,000 citizens In the original 
thirteen colonies revolted and achieved their 
independence under far less provocation than 
tho 7,000,000 Irish people havo endured for coat- 
urles. [Applause.] 


He did not cesiro to intrude upon tho comity 


of nations, but ho could not forgot that a brutal 
and degraded British soldiery, within tho mem- 
ory of men who might now bo within tho hoar-' 
ingot hij voice, had sacked and burned this 
capita!. Ho could not forget that in every great 
crisis in American history we havo had to con- 
tend with tho Ill-will anu malevolence o: the 
governing classes of Great Britain. 


Tn conclusion, referring to Iho rebellion, ho 


said: "I shall never cease to remember that 
during that awful rujrioil there was not a bat- 
tlc-Uold for American liberty which was not il- 
lustrated by Irish valor and consecrated by'

With no room to develop, tho tail had ul-' 
most disappeared, tho dorsal lia was alto- 
gether obliterated, tho body had become

arged that, when looked at full in tho face, 
t had tho appearance of a negro -whoso faco 
had been despoiled of its shiaing und oily 
surface. Indeed, its existence was amatter 
of marvel, as the water subsided and in- 
creased at times, so that in dry weather it 
tad only Ihe most muddy homo and n scmi- 
luid for its subsistence. When removed, it 
seemed a puzzlo to know whether to class 
.his strange discovery as a reptile, fish, or 
anything else.

ivavof accommodating herself to tho most 
extraordinary conditions of life, is ailorded 
y tho f ollowiug incident. A lady lost her 
gold ring. Somo three years afterwards, 
,ho loser's eat caught a rat, from which 
pussy had eaten tho head. Tho nock of tho

Thoy began to 1'cil a vcaorable oa*, 
which they soon found to be quito hollow, 
Being half decayed, it speedily came to tbe 
ground with a "crash, disclosing a skeleton 
in excellent preservation; even tho boots, 
which came above the Imee, were perfect.

It is conjectured that, while en- 
gaged in hunting, he climbed the tree for 
iomo purpose, and slipped into the hollow 
trunk, from which there was no release, 
cud ho probably died of starvation. An- 
other mystery was found in tho heart of an 
oak. From a tree ol1 this kind, u largo 
block, about eighteen inches-, in dUunotcr, 
that had been knocidng about in various 
yards aud woodsheds, was split up lately, 
and in It wus found an auger-hole about 
three-fourths of an iaeh in size, containing 
a bunch of humr.n hair done up iu a piccoof 
printed paper.

tree was quite small, us tlio troo had grown 
over tho plug to tho thickness of about fonr 
inches, with tho grain perfectly smooth and 
straight.

So often havo toaila been found inclosed 


in solid bodies, that it is not surprising to 
read in a Scottish paper that a servant 
while breaking a large piece of coal 'or Clio 
flro, was startled to find in the centre of the 
block, a full-growr. tond, which appeared to 
bo in excellent health and spirits. A less 
common discovery was made in Mirkor.hond. 
A gentleman there was presented with a 
cow's tongue which appeared to bo perfect 
in every respect.

Xew York Post, racalls thii 
story of Ezra Cornell, founder of Cornoll 
University. 


Forty-four years ago last July, Ezra 


Corasll, then thirty-sis years ot ago, loft 
Ithaca for Portland, Ho. Ha was tho 
agent oi an unsnccossful plow. 
Fiftoen 


years boforo ho had nrrirod ftt Ithaca, a 
poor young man looking for work. Ho 
had walked to Ithaca from his father's 
house, somo forty milaa distance. Since 
that tinio ha bad worked in the cotton 
mill nt Ittmca ns ovei-scor of tho machin- 
ery (tho mill stood on tho situ of tbo uni- 
vuraity buildings of to-day, "Cascaditla 
Placo"), and had sorved as millwright at 
tho flouring and plastor mills noar Ithaca 
for somo years. Ho had boon ouginaer-in- 
chlof of tho building of tho great'flumo in 
Fall crock and tha stone dam. 
Ho had 


a 
good, 
oloan 
buslnuss 
and 
social 


record, and yet tho summer of 1843 found 
him a poor man, walking tho most of tha 
way from Ithaca to Maino to closo up his 
plow interests In that State. 


Arriving at Portland, bo wont to tho 


ofilco of tho Maine Farmer. Francis O. J. 
SmitL, tho oditor, had advocated his plow, 
and a cordial friondahip had resulted from 
tiioir correspondence. 
Ho found Smith 


on his knoos in tho middle of tho 
offlco, 


chalk in hand, the mold-board of' a plow 
lying by his dido. Smith was trying to 
explain to a grinning plow manufacturer 
somothing lid wanted him to malco. At 
tho sight of Cornoll hu sprang to his foot 
anil grasped his hand.

Cornet! listened closely to all ho had to

Smith was 
not easily convinced that it would work, 
and much time was spent In discussing it.

mucbino. Smith -n-roto to Prof, llorso to f 
come up and see if it WH3 & success. The I 
trial was made on a farm with four yoke

The Location of tho Fire Alarm 


Boxes TTith Numbor of Each 


Box. 


Some General Information for 


tho Pcople-Hon- to Tarn 


in Alarms- 


The fire alarm boxes have all been 


placed in position, and the linemen are 
progressing rapidly in potting up tho 
wire, intending to have the work all com- 
pleted this week, ready to put the sys- 
tem in operation. The location of the 
boxes is the first thing of interest for tho 
citizens to beaome famiiiw with, as it is 
from the box that tho location of the fire 
is known. There are twenty boses, tour in 
each ward. 


The bell striker is attached to tho bell 


on the west aide engine house, therefore 
it will be to this bell that citizens must 
listen when nn alarm is being sent in, 
as ihe bell on the cost Bide house will bo 
rung in the old way. 


Tho boxes in each ward are so num- 


bered that the first blows on the west 
side bell will designate the ward from 
which the alarm comes, while the re- 
maining numbers complete the number 
ot tho bos. 
Thns, if the fire is in tbe 


first ward, the bell strikes one blow with 
a pause ot four seoonde, and then if it is 
from boi twelve, two blows, moking th3 
signal as follows: - 
- - If from a 


bos located m the fifth ward— say fifty- 
one— there will first be five - 
--- 


rapid blows, and alter a pause of four or 
five seconds, one - blow, repeated iu 
each case three times. It requires about 
one and ft half minutes to finish Bonding 
in an alarm from any box, 
A key to 


one box will fit all braes.

There are five keys to each boi, mak- 


ing. one hundred in all. Key-holders will 
undoubtedly be cautioned by the chief 
engineer or by the council or committee, 
that upon reasonable supposition of a 
fire near tho box, they should open tho 
door with the key end follow directions 
on tho inner door, which are, "Pull 
down the hook and let go." The alarm 
has gone in, and if yon are not too far 
away from the engine house, tbe moment 
you pull and let go the' hook, yru will 
hear the bell sound at the engine house. 


Never loan your key— all keys are 


registered with names of persons who 
aro held respousible for alarms. 


Do not open tbu door oC a box while 


an alarm ia going in from another box_ 
And by all means do not place yonr key 
in the box unless for ibe purpose of tnrn- 
iflg m an alarm, us you cannot take t- e 
key out, but will be under the necessity 
of hunting up the chief engineer and 
compelling that officer to travel some 
distance to release your key.

The Janeeville City Hospital has been 


duly incorporated. A meeting was held 
last evening in the rooms of the Associ- 
ated Charities and articles o* incorpora- 
tion, of which a synopsis was given in 
the Gazette some time ego, were read. 
The articles were aa follows: 


"We, the undersigned, adult persons' 


residents of tbe stato of Wisconsin, iu 
order to form a corporation, do hereby 
muke, sign *nj acknowledge tho follow- 
ing written articles: 


AETICLE I. 


We declare that we associate for tho 


purpose of forming a corporation under 
chapter 86 ot the revised statutes of 
Wisconsin, and tbe 
acts amendatory 


thereof, for the establishment and main- 
tenance of a charitable hospital for tho 
care of the sick or the infirm, or icdigeiit 
persons. 


AltTIOLE II. 


The "name and location of such corpo- 


ration shall be the Janesville City Hos- 
pital of the city ot Janesville, Eock 
county, Wiaconsm. 


AB1IOLE III, 


The corporation is formed without 


capital stock. 


AETIOLE IV. 


Tbejjeneral officers of the oorporation 


shall bo a president, a vice-president, & 
ecoietary and a treasurer, and tbe num- 
ber of directors shall be fifteen, and tho 
directors shall Lbo classified into three 
classes, en that one-thud ebali hold their 
offices for one year, one-third fer two 
years, and one-third for three yeanr, m 
which case e.11 direotors elected subse- 
quent to tho first shall hold their offices 
tor three years, when elected or appoint- 
ed to till vacancies.
